Theſe Papers Wigginton ( by the means

The very particular and principal-means

* among other things, they ſignified unto

” - God would tmanifeſt one day to his com- 
*fort. | 

i Wigpinton at his examination confeffeth 


« fach Conference by him at that time to 


* have been had with them, and (as he was 
© enjoined by thoſe who examined: him ) 
© hath reported ic by writing ſomewhat 
* largely. He therein alſo ſetreth down a 
*© Conference had by him about the ſame 
© matters with Hacket himſelf, coming to 
* him thither alone ( as he faith ) the ſelf-

7. The ſeventh Article by. them then ut- 
tered, is nothing but a lewd and flanderous 
railing againſt two of the ſaid Counſellors, 


whereunto Wigginton ſhapeth no Anſwer in 


Hacket's behalf, belike allowing it ; and 
therefore did not ask Hacker of 1t, becauſe 
himſelf made no doubt of the truth thereof, 
as it ſeemeth.

Heaven : and they would prove themſelves and 
William Hacket to be extraordinarily called and 
ſent of God as aforeſaid ; and they exborted him 
to be conſtant in the Truth. Arthington alſo 
pronounced Wigpinton to be highly in God's fa- 
our, and aſſured him, that God's Spirit ſhould 
be doubled upon him.

To the ninth be awoucheth the full. effet there- 
of, and he alſo pronounced Wigginton to be 
highly in God's fawour : And further told (after a 
bold and a reſolute manner ) that be had appoint-= 
'ed him, and ſome few others, to be Aſſiſtants to 
Coppinger and Arthington i# their foreſaid 
Offices, &C. 


Beſides the Premiſles , #igginton hath ſet 


down (as pleaſed him beſt) a Dialogue had 
with Coppinger and Arthington at that time 
"not worth the inſerting here: Yet this may 
be obſerved in it, that they then. ſaid,  rhey 
would prove the things. aforeſaid by God's Spirit 
( which was above bis. word ) and by bus Word 
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alſo.” Secondly , By Figginton his own Re- 


port 
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port it appeareth, That they anſwered unto 
his Speeches very temperately, direatly, and 
pertinently. Thirdly, It appeareth alſo there- 
1N, that he did not contradict any of their 
fayings, nor rebuke\ them ,” nor found fault: 
with the abſurdicy and blaſphemy of their 
Opinions,and undutifulneſs of their Speeches, 
or danger of their Purpoſes, but only: warn- 
ed them to be wary, &c. leſt they»might 
be Hluded of. the Devil : So leaving tc at 
that time doubtful, - whether he allowed 
them to be ſuch extraordinary Men or no. 


In his ſaid Narration he further ſheweth, 
That he asking Hacker, when he ſaw the two 
Gentlemen 5 Hacket anſwered, They had been 
with him that Morning whilſt be lay in his Bed, 
and had ſuddenly departed from him with one 
ery, ſaying, Chriſt i come , Chriff #' come 
wheveat he [aid he marvailed, not knowing what 
was their meaning in the matter : Adding fur- 
ther, That. be bad oft warned Coppinger to 
fake heed of conceiving too much liking of bus 00n 
ſpiritual Gifts, whomt he percetved to be raviſhed 
with an exceeding love , and extraordinary care 
for the ſafety of his Miſtreſs, meaning the Queen's 
Majeſty, who (quoth Hacket) * undowe (and 
here is put- an &c. ) For you and all: other 
Preachers ſhall be danmed, unleſs (he for ber part, 
and you: for your : parts, do ſpeedily fall to Refor- 
ation.  Mogginton alfo faich further, Thar 
Haeket- ether at thav time, or not-long' be- 
fore, did\exhort hirm to'deul faithfully in'the.Lord's 


ſome- 
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ſometimes before, in ſtrange terms, as theſe and 
. ifuch like, viz. Father, 1 know thou loweſt me 
.gs well as thou love} thine own ſelf. Thus 
when Hacket had anſwered Wigginton's de- 
+ mands touching Coppinger and Arthington's 
Speeches ( as is afore ſet down ) be ſaid he 
would depart home into the Country; yet he would 
kave word behind , for his Adwverſaries ts know 
' #m:what place they ſhould find him , if they were 
diſpoſed to call for him. And withal made great 
ſhew (after his former wonted manner) as though 
' be neither feared Magiſtrate , nor cared for any 
puniſhment, nor doubted any danger to enſue apon 
him, for any thing he had done or ſaid, or ſhould 


go about. 


Now touching fome things markable in remarks on 
this. Narration of Wigginton's, Firſt, If Ar- Wigginton's 
thington ſay true in his Confeflions; That Nerration. 
Hacket publiſhed not himſelf to have that Jo 
Office of Chri/#, or his principal Spirit, till 
the very moment that they were to go into 
the City to proclaim ( as they did ) and if 
they went not unto Hacker that day tall they 
had firſt been with Wigginton, which feemeth 
to be'true ; then. could it not be, that Wig- 
ginton. heard that of them two at that time, 

. Which he reporteth them to have ſpoken in 
the-firſt, ſecond, third and fourth Article ; 
and therefore he: was made acquainted: with 
it before that time. | Secondly, That which Ss 
he maketh Hacker to furmble about ſomewhat 

 doubtfully in anſwer to the fourth: Article 
(touching the old Magiſtrates that were gone, 
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and of new) doth argue, that Wiggimmton was 
alſo made privy to the Intent of diſplacing 
all the old Counſellors, and placing of new, 
as was plotted by the Confpirators. Thirdly, 
Their lewd and malepert imputation of her 
Majeſty's Honour to be blemiſhed, and af. 
firming ſhe was undone, though it had been 
no more, were matters of that quality, that 
no dutiful or well-adviſed Subje&t would 
have eicher concealed , or ſo lightly paſſed 
over as he did. Fourthly , Ir is probable, 
that Hacket meant rather to have Mattocks 
turned into Spears , than contrariwiſe ; for 
I ſee no peaceable means that was thought 
on by them. Fifcthly, We may obſerve that 
here is a Reformation moved, which upon 
pain of damnation muſt be undertaken, and 
that with all ſpeed ; even Now, (they ſay) 
wherein others beſide the Queen have their 
parts to perform in ere&ing of it ; ſome 
whereof have alſo extraordinary Gifts and 
Callings to run in that courſe of Reforming ; 
and Wigginton ( being yet a Priſoner, but 
belike put in hope of ſpeedy deliverance b 

their means) is appointed a principal Afi- 
ſtant to them ; yea, and is made privy un- 
to ſome matter, for which Hacker thought 
he was not 'unlike to be afterward ſoughe 
for, and which he knew might be dange- 
rous unto him, had he been ſuch-a man, as 
any Magiſtrate , Puniſhment or Danger 
24 have diſmayed, and yet not ſought 
to be revealed by Wigginton unto: any Magi- 
ſtrate, cillupon his examination it was found 
out. 
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outs . Laſtly, L obſerve the -Coggery of the 
| Reporter, or elſe the lewd lying and, con- 
radiction to himſelf of that wretched Se- 
Jucer Hacker, For in his Anſwer to the fifth 
- and fixch Articles , he knows no degrees of 
glory in Heaven ; and yet in his Anſwer to 
the..cighth, he affigneth more honour and 
higher places in Heaven unto ſome few that 
are the moſt forward , than he doth unto 


others. 


, But let us go on with the Narration of 


the principal. Action, interrupted by occa- 


ſion of the Conferences had with Wigginton,. 


and of his report of them. 


« From Wigginton's Lodging the ſaid Cop- Hacket's ni

© pinger and Arthington came. direftly to #7 conmucd, 


*Hacket's Chamber in Walker's Houle at 
* \Broken Wharf, and there found the Beaſt 
**.1n- Bed afcer Eight of the Clock : Where 
* being enflamed ( they ſay) with zeal out 
© of all meaſure, Coppinger began to pray at 
© the Bed's feet, and Arrhingion joined with 
* him; wherein they ſtood much upon 
© their own unworthineſs, &c. but yer of- 
© fered their obedience to do as the Lord 
© ſhould direct them by his Spirit, having 
© already done ſo much as was enjoined 
© them. Whereupon Hacket came out of 


© his Bed, and prayed with them in his 


© Shirt twice, that the Spirit might. dire&t 
* them, and they likewiſe obey the ſame 
in all things, to the glory of God only. 
© After Hacker's latter Prayer, Coppinger of- 

R © fered 


Blaſphemy. 


*& Mercy : That Chriſt Feſas was come, &c. 
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« fered to go on in his Prayer, but the De- 


* yiliſh Spirit moved Arthington to interrupt 


© him, and to charge him in the Name of 


© the Lord Feſws. to ariſe and anoint the 
* King with the Holy Ghoſt: Whereupon 
*© Coppinger {traightway roſe up, and- three 
© times kiſſed the Boards under his feet, ri- 
*© ſing up after every time, and. making 


_ © great Teverence with bowed knee ; and 


* after the third time he came towards 
** Hacket as he lay in his Bed, who put out 
*© bis hand, and took Coppinger by the hand, 
* and ſaid , You ſhall no; need to anoint me, 
© for I bave been already anointed in Heaven by 
** the Holy Ghoſt himſelf. Then Coppinger ask- 
© ed him, what his pleaſure was to be done, 
* Go your way both (ſaid he, as Arthingion 
© reports). and tel} them in the City, that Chriſt 
* Teſws 1s come with his Fan in by hand to 
* judge the Earth. And if any man ask you 
& where he is, tell them he lies at Walker's 
* Houſe by Broken Wharf : and if they 4/l 
© n0t believe it , let them come and kill me, if 
* they can ; for as truly as Chriſt Feſwus is in Hea- 
wen, ſo iruly is he come to judge the world. 
© Then Coppinger ſaid it ſhould be done forth- 
© with; and thereupon went forward, and 
* Arthington followed fo readily the ſaid Pro- 
© pher of Mercy, that he had no leiſure to take 
*© his Gloves with him, and ere Arthingtcn 
*© could get down the Stairs , Coppinger had 
* begun (in the Houſe below) to proclaim 
*© News from Heaven of exceeding great 


as 


vn. 
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_ © as above is ſaid, with whom Aribiy7ton al- 


© fo cried the ſame words aloud, following 


© him along the Streets from thence by 
* Watling-ſtreet and Old Change, towards 


&* Cheapfide, they both adding beyond their 
© Commiſhion , theſe words, Repent Eng- 
« land, Repent. But ſurely either their 
© Commiſſion was delivered them (at one 
« time or other) [more largely than the one 
© of them now reporteth; or elſe they wenc 
* beyond and exceeded it in many other 


© material Points beſides this. For after 


© they both had thus come ( with mighty 


' © concourſe of the common multitude as to 


© fuch a novelty of hearing two new Pro- 


© phets in theſe days ariſen was likely) wich 


© an uniform cry into Cheap/ide near unto 


*'the Croſs: and there finding the throng 
©and preſs of People to encreaſe abour 


* them, in ſuch fort as that they could not 


© well paſs further, nor be conveniently 
© heard of them all, as they deſired ; chere- 
© fore they got them up into an empty Cart 
© which ſtood there, and out of that choiſe 
© Pulpit ( far ſuch a purpoſe ) made their 
* lewd and craiterous preachment unto che 
** People : wherein they ſtood not only up- 
* on the words of their former cry, but (fo 
* near as I could learn from fo commoa an 
* Auditory, and in fo confuſed an Action) 
* they reading ſomething out of a Paper, 
* went more - particularly over the Office 


 * and Calling of Hacker 3 how he repreſent- 


* ed Chrift, by partaking a part of his glo- 
| R 2 © ritied 
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* rified Body ; by his principal Spirit, and 
* by the Office of ſevering the Good from 
* the Bad with his Fan in his hand, and of 
* eſtabliſhing the Goſpel in Europe (which 
* as ir ſeemeth they took to be all the 
* World, or elfe ſuppoſed, that all Europe 
** did profeſs Chrifianity) and of bringingin 
** that Diſcipline which they ſo often babble 
* of, and which they mean by the term of 
* Reformation, and the holy Cauſe : That he 
* was now come, and all theſe things were 
. © preſently to be performed by him, telling 
* alſo the People where they ſaw him, 
** where he lay and remained : That they 
* were two Prophets, the one of Mercy, the 
** other of 7udgmert, ſent, and extraordina- 
* 74/3 called by God to affiſt him in this great 
** Work, and were Witneiles of theſe things: 
** confirming the ſame upon their own Sal- 
* vation, and wiſhing themſelves confound - 
** ed and damned for ever, if theſe things 
* they ſpoke, were not true. And there- 
** vpon,, the one of them pronounced Mer- 
** cy, great Comfort, and unſpeakable Joys 
* 10 all thar ſhould repent preſently, be 
** obedient, and embrace this acceptable* 
* Mettage and opportunity offered : And 
* the other denounced terrible Fudgmen:s, 
* it they repented not, -which ſhould even 
** preſently (alſo) fall upon them, and ef- 
** pecially upon that City of London ; affirm- 
* ing that all that believed them not, were 
* condemned Body and Soul. This Judg- 
* ment againſt London ( as Arihington the 
cc pre- 
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* pretended Prophet of Fudgment , faith he 
' #* pathered out of Hacket's Hiſtory ) was, that 
 *©men ſhould (there) kill and maſſacre one 
*another (as Butchers do kill Swine) all 
* the day long, and no man ſhould cake 
* compaſſion of them. There was then and 
*there further delivered by them, or by the 
* one of them, that Hacker was King of 
* Europe, and ſo ought to be obeyed and © 
* taken; and that/all Kings muſt hold of 
** him, and chat the Queen's Majeſty had for- 
* feited her Crown, and was worthy to be 
* deprived. Which moſt craiterous Point 
** amongſt others Hacket enjoined them to 
* publiſh, as in the one of his Indictments 
* 1s Contained. Laſtly, In very unman- 
© nerly and ſawcy terms they prayed to 
© God to confound two great Lords of her 
«© Majeſty's Counſel ; for theſe two, (toge- 
© ther with a certain Knight) they then and 
* there openly and moſt lewdly accuſed in 
* general terms of Treaſon. This outrage 
©« was done the ſixteenth day of Fuly afore- 
© faid, about Ten of the Clock, or ſome- 
4 thing after, in the Forenoon. 

* By which their Proclamation , being 
* laid together with their former Confe- 
* rences, Letters, and Purpoſes againſt the 
* Queen and Counſe!, and for advancing of 
* Hacket, and for ap yon. the State, with 
* the very time ( when fo many Soldiers 
* were about the City) it is evident to any, 
* who hath but half an eye to fee with, 
* that they intended and hoped to move 
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* Tumult - and Sedition::.- That by many 
* hands of the-common-multitude (-which 
* they brag of, ſaying, they are already in- 
** flamed with zeal) they might have brought 
*© all their Purpoſes at length to a ſure and 
** ſpeedy concluſion; which deſignment, for 
*© their pretended Reformation , this fort of 
** People do greatly lament, ſo long to have 
© been fruſtrated, after ſo many other (e- 
© yeral kind. of means, in vain attempted 
** by them. But God (.who ftayeth the ra- 
* ging. of . the waters, and- the madneſs of h1 
** people ) did fruſtrate! them herein of their 
< purpoſe and expeation : his Name be al- 
** ways praiſed therefore. , 

** And whereas they'had purpoſed to have 
+* gone With the like cry and proclamation 
* through other the chief parts of the City, 
** the preſs (not of Officers to rake- them, 
** but of common People to gaze and won- 
** der at them) was fo great, as that they 
* were forced to go into a Tavern in Cheap- 
* ſide, at the Sign of the Mermaid ;' the ra- 
* ther, becauſe a Gentleman in-a white 
** Doublet,being of his Acquaintance, pluck- 
** ed at Coppinger whilſt he was in the Cart, 
** and rebuked him for his ſtrange and lewd 
** Demeanour and Speeches. 

** Whereupon ( though Arthingion were 
* offended with the faid Gentleman for 
** couching a Prophet of God in fo rough a 
« fort as he faid )- yet:they were both con- 
** tented to ſtep aſide into the, ſaid Tavern 
** with him 5 where whea they had a 
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 *eda ſpace, Coppinger was perſuaded by one 
* of the aforeſaid Lawſon's Men, that ſtaid 
** there at that time (for avoiding the won- 
*dring and preſs of the People ) to ſtep 
* over ihto Hoodfreet, and from thence by 
* back Lanes to his Siſter's Houſe near unto 
* Pauf's Wharf, where he lodged. But whilſt 
_ © they two were going together, Coppinger 
* was very careful to know whether Ar- 
* thington followed them or not; inſomuch 
* as he would not be ſatisfied, till the ſaid 
** Apprentice went back again for him. Ac 
* whoſe coming back, he found Arthing- 
* 707 {till publiſhing his foreſaid Meſſages to 
 ® the People, and telling them of Hacker, 
* and of his Office, with whom Arthingrtor 
* was content alſo at laſt to go by the ſame 
** Streets that Coppinger had gone, but yet 
* crying (as he did afore) Repent England, 
* Repent, &c. When in this ſort they two 
** were come together to Coppinger's Lodging, 
* they found the Gates ſhut againſt them 
* whereopon the ſaid Apprentices would 
* have had Arthington to have gone to his 
* own Lodping, but he would needs go to 
* Walker's Houſe at Broken Wharf, where not 
** long before he left Hacker. All the way 
*© that Arthington went, he was followed by 
*© a great multitude of Lads and young Per- 
« ſons of the meaner fort : But at his com- 
© ing to Malker's Houſe , Hacket was not 
** yer returned out of the City from Wiy- 
* ginton, | 
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© Aﬀeer that Arthingron was entred the 
*© Houſe, he was there ſtaid by one Edward 
* Zones, an honeſt Citizen : And when 
* Hacket ( not long after ) came in, 4r- 
* rhingtos ſaid, There cometh the King of 
*.the Earth. But Hacket willed him to keep 
© ſilence, telling him he was too outragious:; 
* whereupon he ſtraightway (C in very du- 
* tiful manner) obeyed;. for he called 
* Hacket his Captain , and ſaid , That he 
* would do whatſoever he commanded him 
& de OST TTT mov 

© When the ſaid Pores (in ſearching 
* about Arthington) found a Writing in his 
* Sleeve, Arthington ſaid , That fell out as 
* he would have it, for now it would be 
* ſeen; for he had made (he ſaid) an Epi- 
© {tle ro the Queer, and ſhe would not re- 
* ceive it, and therefore ſhe was (he ſaid) 
* no longer Queen, but was deprived of her 
* Crown , Hacket ſaying nothing there- 
* unto. 

<* There was found alfo in Hacket's Cham- 

* ber, hidden at the Bed's-feet, many Wri- 
* tings ; and Walker ( the Owner of the 
* Houſe) brought alſo unto the ſaid Fones 
* other Writings of theirs out of a Stable. 

' © And when Maſter Heymey, Parſon of 
* the” Church of St. Mary-Somerſets, an ho- 
* neſt and learned Preacher, looked on one 
** of the ſaid Papers, Hacker reproving him, 
** ſaid, that it appertained not unto him, 
* but unto the Magiſtrates, to look on them.

&* Arthington (in Speeches with the ſaid 
* Heyney) faid amongſt other. things, That 
* the Judgments of God over that City were 
*.very great, and that the time was now 


* come, that God would reform his Church 


"© univerſally, and root out all Idolatrous 
© Prieſts, and that the Miniſters of that Ci- 
'** ty were no better ; affirming himſelf to 
* be a Prophet ſent purpoſely from God to 
* denounce his Judgments, and that Coppin- 
** ger was a greater Prophet than he : That 
** Cartwright was a great learned Man, anda 
«* Saint of God; but Wigginton was leſs learn- 
* ed than he, yer far before him in Dig- 
* nity for his Zeal; always concluding his 
* Speeches with theſe words of imprecation 
* againſt himſelf, viz. elſe God confound me. 

* When the ſaid Preacher demanded of 
© Hacker, why he had ſeduced 4rthington to 
© bring him into ſuch Blaſphemies? his An- 
* {wer was, that abundance of Zeal did 
© cauſe him to' exceed in that fort, Then 
*© he asked Hacker, how, he liked that 4r- 
* rhington aſcribed unto him an Office pecu- 
* lar to Chrif ? To which he would not 
* diretly anſwer, but ſaid, that God had a 
* great Work to bring to paſs by himſelf in 
* this Land; affirming that himſelf alfo was 
* a Propber, and had endited that Prophecy 
* (which Arthington writ) to be ſent to the 
* Queen or Counſel, and that he prayed to 
© God to dire Arthington's Pen therein. 

* This ſtrange Accident being quickly 
® blown through the City, all was in a my 
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* and in a kind of aſtoniſhment , what to 
_ © think. of & matter : And being ſpeedily 

* brought to'her Majefty's: ears, (then lying 
* bit at Greenwich) ewo of her honourable 
*© Connſe] were preſently diſpatched unto 
© London, to take further notice of the whole 
© matter. About One of the Clock in the 
* Afternoon Coppinger was ſent for, whilſt 
* Hackit and Arthmgton were brought be- 
* fore thoſe honourable Counſellors and 
© others at the Lord Mayors to be examined : 
* but (as is informed) they would not ſhew 
*<'any token of duty or reverence unto thoſe 
* honourable Perfons , not ſo much as by 
© putting off their Hats unto them. Then 
their Hats wereplucked off by others, and 
* they were told their duties, and were ask- 
*'ed whether they did not know before 
«© whom they ſtood ? To which they an- 
« {wered, that they knew them right well ; 
& neyerthelels they would yield them no du- 
© ty nor reverence, infomuch as themſelves 
© (they ſaid ) were greater Perſons than 
© thoſe before whom they were convented , 
© yet they ſetmed well content toſtand bare- 
* headed, ſo their Hats were taken off by 
* force, and nor put off by their own wills. 
© This courſe of infolent behaviour towards 
& all that examined chem, both Hacker and 
* Arthimgton held' on at ſundry other their 
«© Examinations. Nevertheleſs, Arrhingion 
* that was ſo fcrupulous to yield any reve- 
* rence to the, Queen's Counſel, and Officers, 
*© ar one time when he faw Hacker, __ 
| <4 
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** Iy. fell down groveling upon his face on 
** the ground and-honoured him, according 
* to the Convention-among them mention- 
** ed before. And albeit both theſe conti- 
* nued ſtill reſolute in their former Fancies, 
** conceived of their extraordinary Callings 
* and Offices, and ſought moſt abſurdly to 
* defend it by Scripture, -( but chiefly by 
** moſt terrible Imprecations unto them- 
** ſelves, praying to be confounded and 
* damned-if they ſaid not true :.) yet to all 
** Queſtions that were asked of them, they 
** anſwered (though moſt confidently) yer 
< pertinently, and direftly co purpoſe, ſay- 
** ing, That Hacket uſed the matter ſome- 
** what more craftily, when any Queſtion 
© of eſpecial danger was propounded unto 
*© him. For then would he by cunning Eva- 
© ſions, by Cavils, and by fruſtratory kinds of 
& Anſwers go about to put off ſuch Interro- 
« gatories, ſeeming when he was preſſed 
© ſomewhat hard, to be weary of his Part 
* and Perſon put on, if he'could have then 
© toid how to have ſhaken it off, and been 
** rid of it again with any honeſty. 

* Coppinger ( ſoon after his firlt examina- 
© tion) finding the event of things not to 
© anſwer their expeRtations, ſeeing alſo the 
© matter ſomewhat warmly taken (as there 
* was good cauſe) and thereby gathering 


© the danger which he and his Complices 


«© ſtood in, :and perceiving alſo ( by the 
© Queſtions asked) the intercepting of their 
* Writings and Letters, whereby their deal- 
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* ings were at full diſcovered and brought 
© to light ; mop , either by his own vo- 
© luntary choife (as ſome perhaps not un- 
© probably have imagined) or through anx- 
* 1ety (indeed) of mind,: growing forth of 
* the badnelſs of the Cauſe, to behave him- 
** ſelf as 3 Man diſtracted of his Wits. | In- 
© ſomuch. as coming at one time to be exa- 
* mined, and” finding Hacket there, at his 
© ſight he” preſently roared out' in a very 
* ſtrange and horrible kind of voice; which 
* Hacket willing to turn to the beſt, ſtraight- 
* vay ſaid, It was no marvail; though Cop- 
F© pinger did now fo behave himſelf, for that 
. © he had given him over already unto So- 
40K." | | 
« By. peruſal of their Writings: and Let- 
**-ters, and by their Examinations , all the 
« Plots of Treaſon and Lewdnelſs ( afore 
«© mentioned.) fell out very evidently, and 
* more at full againſt them. 
«Touching the Quees's-Arms defaced at 
* Kaye's Houſe, Hacker did confeſs}, at the 
© times of his examination, that he did it, 
© none other being preſent, and thathe was 
© moved thereunto inwardly by the Spirit, 
* totake away her whole Power of her Au- 
© thority; and that he would have done 
© worſe, had it not been for diſquieting his 
© Hoſteſs where he-lay;:becauſe when ſhe 
& found it, ſhe was very angry therewith : 
* For he was not ſorry,:-neither is ſorry (as 
« he then ſaid) for doing. the Act, becauſe 
* he was commanded'by:God' to do -;þ _ 
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© durſt do no otherwiſe. He confeſled alſo, 
* that he was likewiſe moved to put out the 
« Lions and the Dragons Eyes in the Arms 
* but being. asked why-he did fo? he bit- 
* terly and malicioufly anſwered , that he 
* did know that Lions and Dragons did at- 
* flit God's People. He did alſo raze our 
* the Croſs that was pictured on the top of 
* the Crown. He' further confeſſed, That 
* he meant alſo her Majeſty's Counſel 
* ſhould be removed, becauſe they were (he 
** ſaid) wicked ;z and that he himſelf (being 
* moved by the Spirit) would have placed 
* certain other new Counſellors (whom he 
* then named) to wait upon the Queen, and 
* to reform Religion. Ir is alſo confeſſed 
* by him, thathe told Ar:hivgton and others, 
* that he was the anointed King of Furope. 
* By the Depoſitions of the ſaid Kaye and his 
* Wife, it appeareth , that they finding, 
© (about a fortnight before Hacker's depar- 
* ture from them) the Queen's Majeſty's 
* PiQture pricked with ſome Bodkin or Iron 
© Inſtrument in the very place repreſenting 
** her Royal Heart, did in great anger charge 
& Hacker with it. Whereunto he anſwered, 
* that he had done it, and muſt and would 
* anſwer it; adding, he had greater Mat- 
* ters to anſwer than that, and therefore 
* (faid he) you need not make ſuch ado 
* for it. But Hacket at all his Examinations 
* either denied this Point flatly, or ſaid, he 
* did not remember it. This Noble Heart, 
* which thereby he ſo crayterouſly _—_—

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© God'of his infinite mercy long bleſs and 
© continue ftill moſt happy -andhearty in his 
© love and fear, within her Majeſties facred 
© breaſt, maugre all ſuch execrable fiery 
* ſpirits and hell-hounds in earth; and all 
* the damned devils in hell. Amen. 
© Likewiſe he confefled, that he moved 
** and-ſent forth Coppinger and Arthington, to 
** go Whither God ſhould ſend them, and to 
** declare and publiſh, chat there lay a Man 
** (namely he the ſaid Hacker ) at Walker's 
* Houſe, which made claim to the Crown 
*© of England, and that ber Majeſty had for- 
* feited her Crown, in that her Miniſters 
*© have uſed extraordinary means to ſet up 
*© Religion. This he confeſſed on the 21it 
* and 23d of Fuly. But at his former exa- 
*© mination on the 19th of July, being de- 
* manded whether he would acknowleds 
© that the Queer's Majeſty is Lawful Queen 
* of England or not ? he ſubtilly then faid, 
*© he would not anſwer to that Queſtion, 
*© but ſaid ſhe was Queen of England yet, if ſhe 
*© had not forfeited the ſame. And he fur- 
** ther confeſſed ( on 23d of Fuly ) that he 
*© Firſt publiſhed in Hamp-ſhire (about Three 
* or. Four Years paſt ) and afterwards in 
** Hartford-ſhire, and in Northamptonſhire, that 
** her Majeſty was not Queer, and that ſhe 
*© had forfeited her Title to the Crown: And 
**© that he told Arthingion ſo much in Trinity 
** Term. All theſe aforeſaid, were confeſ- 
© fed by him, without any Torture : but 
** being Tortur'd, he then Sang another 


«© Song, 
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© Song, and confeſl:d her Majey to. be his 
* lawful Queen, and affirm'd, that he Ho- 
© noured her, and was Sorry for his Of 
« fence: adding, that if Coppinger, Wiggin- 
© oz, and one other ( whom he named.) 
© were well ſifred, and ſtraightly examined, 
* they would utter and declare fundry mat- 
* ters of Treaſon. 

< It fell out beſides upon depoſition of 
* Kayes, that Coppinger ( being told how 
* Hacket had uſed the Queens Picture and the 
« Arms )' at the firſt ſeemed to miſlike with 
© it, ſaying, that if he were ſuch a fellow, 
© he had done with him; bur (faith he ) 
«© you muſt bear with him: for ſome great 
. © men have alſo born with him, and he is 
* with you, but as it were a Priſoner. 

© Coppinger himſelf alſo at that his exami- 
© nation ( which was taken the 19th of 
* Fuly ) confeſſed , that the, Letter then 
© ſhewed to him, ( and inſertedafore) was 
* the Copy of a Letter which he ſent to the 
*© ſaid Fobn Udall about ten weeks then paſt; 
* and that the cauſe why he wrote to Udall 
** that he uſed not to repair unto him and the reſt 
** who were in priſon, ſo often as he was wont 
* to do, for doubt of more trouble and danger 
i that might grow to them thereby, was, in reſ- 
* petÞ of this affion, which he had to do: He 
* alſo then affirmed, that the Queens Majeſty, 
© Queen Elizabeth, is not Queen of England, 
© neitherishe ( as he ſaid ) now her ſervant, 
* for Hacket is the only King of the World, 
© and that Hacker was commanded by God 

to 
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*© to deface her Majeſties Arms which were 
* in the Houſe where he then lay, and that 
&*& Hacker alſo prick'd the Picture of the Queens 
* Majeſty at the Heart. That himſelf, g- 
© pimton, and one other ( the very Week 
< afore Wigginton was committed ) had a Faſt 
** togethzr, where they Prayed, that if any 
*© of them ſhould have any extraordinary cal. 
* ling, they might have ſome extraordinary 
« ſeal of it; about the which time, he the 
© faid Coppinger was calledin a Dream. And 
** thac he (together with Arthington, and one 
* other ) hag a former Faſt at the aforeſaid 
* Lancafter's Houſe, about one Week afore 
< that time : and that her Majeſties Coun- 
* fel (that now are) muſt be Tryed by 
* this King, whether they are tobe remov'd 
© from her Majeſty or not: and that ſhe is 
© to have to be about her to attend her Per- 
<« ſon ( for the time ) ſuch as himſelf ſhould 
« aflign, which ſhall be thoſe, whom he 
© hath named in a Letter of his, rhat 1s 
<« found with him: and ſome others alſo (he 
© ſaid) were meant to have been afligned 


« alſo for that purpoſe. 


© There fell out alſo upon ſome of Arrhing- 
* ton's Examinations (while he remained ob- 
© ſtinate ) certain other points not unwor- 
* thy to be remembred. One was, that 
«© whereas he, in writing of a treatiſe againſt 
* the ſtare of this Church as it now ſtand- 
© eth, obſerved ( as he faith ) therein his 
«© '61d want to abſtain from bitter ſpeeches 


© and raylings, as a thing which he naturally 


« abhor- 
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_ © abhiorred: yet within theſe few Months, 
* and after he had entred into theſe actions, 
© he had altred his opinion, and was moved, 
in ſpirit, to follow another ſharp and bi- 
* ting courſe of Writing, as being more 
* convenient in his judgment. Alſo, when 

- * ſome that examined him, ſtood greatly 
*-upon this point, to perſuade him, that he 
* was-ſeduced in thoſe things wherein he 
© ſeemed fo reſolute : and reaſoned againſt 
* ſuch their pretended extraordinary callings, 

© gifts, and offices : then he ( for better con- 
* firmation thereof) faid ; thar it ſhould very 
* ſhortly appear to the world, that they 
* were noſuch ſeduced perfons, as was ima- 
* gined. For whereas a godly Gentlewoman 
* in London (ſo he termed her) had been 
*. by the ſpace of 14 years poſſeſſed with 

© a Devil, ( as is afore touched ) that ( for 
* a ſure ſign of their vocation ) the ſaid 
* Devil ſhould be thrown out of her, by all, 

_ © or ſome of their three means , very ſhort- 
*ly. He alſo perſiſted wilful in his former 

N Emcies until the very time that he knew 

* Hacket was hanged; for until that day, he 

* yery confidently affirmed , that. ha was 

*©.molt aſſured by the Spiric of God, and 

* by the joys and comforc he inwardly felt, 

* that Hacker did participate with Chri-in a 

* part of his office, and was indeed King of 

* all Europe, on whom her Majeſty and all 

© other, muſt hold their crowns and ſcepters, 

© and muſt govern ( if they would continue 


* their government) by ſuch Laws, as he 
S « ſhould 
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*© ſhouldpreſcribe and ſetforth : That all they 
* three- ſhould ſhortly be diſmiſſed , and 
* ſhould /po over-Sea with Hacker, to take 
** poſſefiion of all thoſe his other Kingdoms 
© abroad, and to perform their Offices. But 
* when the vanity anddanger of this ſtrange 
* fancy was opened unto him, his anſwer 
* was to this effet: You think ( faith he 
* ſomewhat pleaſantly, as it were picying 


** their error and miſconceit ) that we have 


* incurred the danger of laws herein; and 
* that we ſhall therefore be put to death : 
* butas ſure as God is in Heaven, the fword 
* ſhall not come near to hurt us, neither ſhall 
* any man be able to touch the leaſt hair of 
* any of our heads. 

«Thus, the mean time ( forthe moſt part 
© thereof ) from Friday the 16th of uy, 
*© until Monday ſevennight after, being ſpent 
© in examinations, it was thought good, that 
* Hacket ſhould then come to his Tryal: on 
* which day ( being the 26th of Fay) he 
* was brought from Bridewel! to the Seſli- 
© ons-houſe near Newgate, before the Lord 
* Mayor, the Lord Wentworth, Sir Gilbert Ger- 
* rard Knight, Maſter of the Rolls, Sir Wal- 
« ſtane' Dixie, and Sir Richard Martin K nights, 
* Mr. Sergeant Fleetwood Recorder of London, 
* Mr, Danitl andothers-inthat Commiſſion: 
« where after the Grand Jury-was Empan- 
© nelled, the Witneſſes that ſhould give evi- 
«dence Sworn, and two ſeveral Inditments 
* againſt him found, Hzacket- was willed to 
© hold up his hand, which he did ; then the

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* ficſt Inditment was read being of this te-

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he ſaid) put them up unto the people, that 
by their authority they might be eſtabliſh'd. 
The effe&t of them was, that a man was 
not bound unto one wife, but might marry 
ſo many as himſelf luſted. When their 
Preachers made ſome difficulty, and ſticking 
at it, he called them into the Council-houfe, 
together with the Twelve new Governors or 
Elders. Then he put off his Coat and laid 
it and the New Teſtament down together 
afore them, ſwearing by thoſe two ( as by 
aſſured tokens) that the Articles by him pro- 
poſed, were revealed unto him from Hea- 
ven, and that God would never be merci- 
ful unto them, if they did not yield unto 
them. Hereupon they gave their aſlents, 
and after ( for three days together ) they 
preached of nothing but of Marriage. Then 
Leyden married three Wives : one whereof 
was the Widow of their great Prophet Mat- 
thew lately deceaſed, and divers other fol- 
lowed the like example, as if it had been a 
matter moſt allowable and laudable. But 
{ome of the Citizens ( of better diſpoſition) 
finding this courſe ro be moſt abominable, 
gave a watch-word through the Town for 
all that truly favoured the Goſpel wichout 
fantaſtical Novelties, to come into the Mar- 
ket-place , where being aſſembled, they ap- 
prehended Leyden, Knipperdoling, and all the 
reſt of their Prophers, But when the Com- 
mon people were advertiſed hereof, they 
and reſcued the Pri- 


foners from them. The people alſo laid 
hands 
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hands on them , which had apprehended 
their Prophets, putting them to death with 
moſt exquiſite torments 5 namely, they fa- 
ſtened fifty of them unto Trees, and ſhot at 
them with Harquebuzes, their great Prophet 
( all the while) crying thus unto them, 
That he that would do God good ſervice, 
ſhould firſt ſhoot at them 3 and others 
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were put unto ſundry other ſeveral kinds 


of death. 


In the Month of Fuly that year, a new 
Prophet ( being a Goldſmith by his Trade) 
did ariſe up among them ; who having cal- 
led the Multicude together into the Market- 
ſteed, ſignified unto them, Ic was the Will 
and Commandment of the heavenly Father, 
that Fohn of Leyden ſhould be Emperor of all 
the Earth ; and that he marching forth with 
a puiſſant Army, ſhould deſtroy all Kings 
and Princes, but ſhould ſpare the Common 
people that loved righteouſneſs and ſincerity, 
to the intent he may hold the ſeat of Dawid 
his Father, until the heavenly Father ſhould 
receive again the Kingdom : For (ſaid he ) 
Godly men muſt only rule in the World, 
afcer they have once diſpatched all the wic- 
ked out of the way. When the Propher had 
ended theſe Speeches, ſuddenly Fobn of Ley- 
den kneeled down, and lifting up his hands

As for 
example'; they held- theſe following; wiz. 
That a 'perfett Chriſtian might not exerciſe the 
Office of a Magiſtrate,” nor might takeian; Oath 
before him. That'God doth now oftentimes. ſhew 
bis Will by extraordinary Revelations, Dreams, 
arid: Viſions. That'the common people *barve . an 
#fpecial: Authority in determining and eſtabliſhing 
of \Church-cauſes. ' That before the day.of  Fudg- 
ment the Kingdomiof: 'Chrift ſhall be ſuch; as that 
tbe Gudly and Elet fhall overthrow 'an- Jubdue 
all the. wicked, and thin they alone ſhall-rule in 
the earth, That it is lawful for the People to dc- 
Poſe 'and put down the Prince or Magiſtrate. That 
Miniſters and others. godly affefed, ought to eſt a-

All which 
they obſtinately defended ; and yet ( when-_

and are not the moſt ignorant of ſuch as be 
of this humour, moſt preſumptuous to di- 
rec all others, and to diſcuſs deepeſt doubts? 
Have not their mutual cohortations, and fſe- 
ditious inſtructions, with their conceived 
Prayers, and hypocritical Faſts, (that they 
practiſed in privy conventicles, and afſem- 
blies) given greateſt ſtrength to his faction, 
to the ſeduction of numbers ? Have not the 
Magiſtrates now as great cauſe to look in- 
to 
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to theſe proceedings, beforethey make head, 
upon confidence of their. multitudes ? Have 
not all the ſtayed and found Preachers of 
this Land - by ſundry  Maleperts, and now 
again by Arthington, been ( moſt inſolently) 
challenged unto diſputation ?
